HEARTFELT tributes have been 
paid to a “beautiful lady” and 
“amazing” mum-of-two who was 
killed in a road accident on 
Saturday. 

Maxine Freeman, 37, was driving 
a blue Citreon Xsara when it was 
involved in a collision with a lorry 
in Queen Adelaide Way - about 
one-and-a-half miles from the 
junction with the A142. 

The crash happened at around 
10.45am. 

Mrs Freeman, who lived with her 
husband, Ian, and two children, 
Daisy, 4, and Joshua, 2, in Guntons 
Close, Soham, died at the scene. 

Mrs Freeman’s death has left her 
family and friends devastated. 

Her mother, Linda Brassington, 
55, who lives in Plymouth, said: 
“We are all heartbroken and feel 
completely lost. 

“Maxine was everybody’s star - 
an amazing daughter, mum, wife, 



aunt and friend to so many people. 
Everybody loved her. 

“She, Ian and the children were 
such a loving, devoted family. 
Maxine was the sort of person that 
nothing was ever too much trou¬ 
ble. 

“I live in Plymouth but if I ever 
needed her she would be in the car 
in a flash. 

“That’s how she was with every¬ 
one.” 

Friends of Mrs Freeman, who had 
lived in Soham for around two 
years, have also paid tribute to her

Fury as anti-gay 
leaflets posted 
through doors

AN anti-gay leaflet which 
describes homosexuality as 
“belonging to the culture of 
death” has sparked outrage. 

Just weeks after homopho¬ 
bic pamphlets were posted 
through doors in Cambridge 
in protest against the intro¬ 
duction of same-sex mar¬ 
riage, residents in Ely have 
now received similar leaflets 
through their doors. 

Residents contacted both 
Ely News and Cambridgeshire 
Police, who say they are look¬ 
ing into it. 

The leaflet, headed 
‘Homosexualism’, reads: 
“Homosexuality is not natu¬ 
ral. It never has been and it 
never will be. 

“God created man and 
women for their mutual com¬ 
patibility and for the procrea¬ 
tion of children. 

“Through the sin of lust, the 
devil tempts man to sexual 
impurity, sexual excess and 
sexual persuasion, either in 
their natural ‘heterosexual’ 
forms, or in their unnatural

‘homosexual’ forms.” 

The pamphlet, which is 
signed ‘Amen’, adds: 
“Homosexuality is a 
dangerous tempta¬ 
tion rather than a 
healthy orientation. 
Homosexualism has 
become a cult. It 
belongs to the cul¬ 
ture of death, and is 
ultimately inspired by 
the arch rebel, the 
devil.” 

Emma Jones, who lives off 
Broad Street, Ely, returned 
home to find the “shocking” 


leaflet on her doormat. 

The 34-year-old said: “There 
are so many words I could use 
to describe the leaflet. 
Shocking, bizarre and offen¬ 
sive immediately spring to 
mind. 

“I have lots of gay friends... I 
not only find the leaflet 
extremely disturbing but I’m 
also angry that whoever pro¬ 
duced it hasn’t been brave 
enough to identify them¬ 
selves. 

“They are obviously either 
extremely cowardly or know 
that what they are saying is 
completely crossing the 
line.” 

Another resident, 
who did not wish to 
be named, said: “I 
couldn’t believe 
what I was reading 
- this is the 21st 
century. I think 
whoever is responsi¬ 
ble for these leaflets 
should be prosecuted.” 
A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police said: 
“We have been made aware 
and are looking into it.”

In 1970, the school admitted girls 
for the first time in its 1,000-year 
history, and three years later the 
King’s Scholars were joined by the 
female Queen’s Scholars at the 
request of Queen Elizabeth during 
her visit to the school.

Huge blaze on 
business park

STAFF at a timber shed man¬ 
ufacturing business have 
described their shock after 
one of the workshops on site 
burst into flames. 

Fire crews from across 
Cambridgeshire were called 
to the massive inferno at 
Timbergarden, based on the 
Lancaster Way Business Park 
in Ely. 

The blaze broke out inside 
the firm’s spray workshop - a 
wooden building measuring 
approximately 30ft by 30ft - 
just before 7am on Tuesday. 

Speaking at the scene, 
employee Stuart Bye, from 
March, said: “I’d been in the 
spray workshop approxi¬ 
mately 15 minutes before the 
fire started. 

“I went in there to switch 
the lights on. The next thing I 
knew someone shouted ‘fire!’ 
and we turned around to see 
the building completely up in 
flames. 

“We were in the factory, 
which is opposite the build¬ 
ing. 

“The smoke was really, real¬ 
ly thick - it was a ferocious 
fire and spread very quickly. 
The fact the building was 
wooden certainly didn’t help. 


“Ash was flying from the 
building and some landed in 
the dust extractor which 
caused the fire to spread else¬ 
where in the yard. 

“Quite a lot has been 
destroyed. The spray work¬ 
shop is completely gutted 
and quite a few cars were 
burnt out too. 

“We just feel very lucky that 
we weren’t inside the work¬ 
shop at the time and that 
nobody was harmed - it could 
have been a lot worse.” 

Chris Hipwell, managing 
director of the company, 
which has been based on the 
business park for around 20 
years and employs around 20 
staff, said the fire service had 
been “fantastic”. 

He added: “Obviously I’m 
gutted by what’s happened 


but the main thing is that ah 
my staff are safe and that 
nobody was hurt.” 

Two crews from Ely, one 
crew from Littleport, one 
crew from Chatteris, two 
crews from Cambridge, the 
incident command unit, a 
support crew from 
Huntingdon and a water car¬ 
rier from Newmarket attend¬ 
ed the blaze. 

Jets, hose reels, hydrants 
and a water tower were used 
to tackle the flames and the 
fire was brought under con¬ 
trol by around 8.50am. 

Mr Hipwell said: “It’s upset¬ 
ting to see your business 
involved in such a big fire but 
everything that’s been affect¬ 
ed by the fire is replaceable.” 

The cause of the fire is being 
investigated.

Curios galore at college’s retro fair 


This plan should be rejected 

WHAT should we make of Cambridge Property 
Group’s rushed application for a large retail 
development at the Downham Road site 
planned for the new leisure centre? 

They want to replace the proposed Octagon 
development, planned for the Angel Drove 
area. 

I should expect that the District Council will 
reject this outright for several reasons. 

First, the proposed development is blatantly 
inconsistent with the Ely Master Plan, which 
calls for additional retail development either in 
the city centre or in the Angel Drove Business 
Park area. Downham Road is not mentioned in 
this regard at all in the Master Plan. 

Secondly, building the retail centre at 
Downham Road would completely upset the 
Council’s argument that the Octagon 
development is in synergy with the Southern 
Bypass, the Railway Station upgrade, and the 
general regeneration of this area. 

Thirdly, the Downham Road site is a 
greenfield. And why is the Cambridge 
Property Group in such a rush to get their 
application submitted, even before they have 
carried out the assessments that the council 
requires? 

Many residents, myself among them, have 
favoured more development in the city centre 
rather than edge-of-town and out-of-town 
projects. 

But if we must have one or the other of these 
developments, at least the Octagon 
development is consistent with the District 
Council’s other plans and follows the 
guidelines of the Master Plan.

Edward Lear’s famous poem The Owl 
and the Pussycat, stirred it up with a 
runcible spoon and created a master¬ 
piece of music, fun and laughter for the 
May Bank Holiday weekend. 

Director Peter Crussell and Musi¬ 
cal Director, Rowan Marshall set out 
to address the many questions left 
unanswered by the nonsense poem, 
bringing the creation to life on stage at 
Ely Community College. 

It's the first time the poem, just three 
verses long, has been turned into a 
stage production - a huge feat in itself 
- but it worked extremely well with all 
the songs and music written by Rowan. 

Sensible, wise Owl, played convinc¬ 
ingly by Adam Hebbard in his first lead 


role, contrasted brilliantly with lively 
and frivolous Pussycat, Caroline Turn- 
bull who created a superb feline. 

In the musical, the unlikely pair meet 
and are attracted to each other in the 
modern day setting of a nightclub and 
unbeknown to them, they are stirred 
into action by Sybil (Annelise Barnes) 
with her magic runcible spoon.

New agri-tech 
hub for Soham 


A MULTI-million pound new 
agricultural innovation cen¬ 
tre is coming to Soham. 

The Eastern Agri-Tech 
Initiative, created by the 
Greater Cambridge Greater 
Peterborough Enterprise 
Partnership (LEP) and part¬ 
ners, has awarded £500,000 
for the new ‘Agri Gate 
Research Hub’. 

The project, led by the 
National Institute of 
Agricultural Botany (NIAB), 
is designed to bring back into 
use an existing building at 
Hasse Fen, owned by the G’s 
Group, to provide a unique 
facility for farmers and grow¬ 
ers, food businesses, schools 
and colleges and other users 
to complete applied research 
work to reduce waste in the

food chain and improve pro¬ 
duction efficiency. 

The hub will provide space 
for the previously mentioned 
research work, as well as in¬ 
field crop research capacity 
and modern meeting facili¬ 
ties. 

In total, there is a planned 
investment of £1.76 million 
into the new scheme over the 
next three years. 

Tina Barsby, from NIAB, 
said: “The new Agri Gate 
Research Hub will provide 
our industry with the facili¬ 
ties they need in a sustaina¬ 
ble and successful research 
facility located in the heart of 
the Fens. 


“The work that will be 
undertaken at the Research 
Hub will range from seedbed 
preparation, varietal selec¬ 
tion, and plant spacing, right 
through to harvesting, pro¬ 
cessing, packaging and pro¬ 
cesses. 

“It will create opportunities 
for technology transfer by 
housing pilot and field scale 
research projects that are 
vital to the future of our 
industry.” 

The project will create 77 
new jobs, 15 apprenticeships 
and safeguard 148 jobs. 

Work is due to start on the 
site this July and should com¬ 
pleted before the end of the 
year.

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Muslims’ 
plans are 
withdrawn

CONTENTIOUS plans to trans¬ 
form a vacant warehouse on a 
business park into a Muslim com¬ 
munity and prayer centre have 
been withdrawn. 

In January the Ely Muslims 
applied for planning permission to 
take over part of the former 
Aquarius Furniture warehouse on 
the Chettisham Business Park, in 
Lynn Road. 

Their proposals, which were sub¬ 
mitted to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, involved turning 
a 280 square-metre area inside the 
warehouse into a meeting point for 
local Muslim families where they 
could worship and celebrate reli¬ 
gious activities and cultural festi¬ 
vals. 

But the scheme, which was prov¬ 
ing to be controversial among 
companies based on the business 
park, has now been withdrawn. 

In an email to planners at the 
council, the applicants’ agent said: 
“Further to our recent conversa¬ 
tions and following discussions 
with my client it is confirmed that

the application for the change of 
use should be withdrawn.” 

Firms based on the business park 
said the proposed scheme was an 
“accident waiting to happen” and 
that the site was “totally unsuita¬ 
ble” for a community centre. 

Muslims who live in the Ely area 
currently have to travel to 
Cambridge for cultural and reli¬ 
gious celebrations, although for 
Friday prayers, the group hires a 
dance studio at Ely’s Paradise 
Centre. 

But the group says it is keen to 
establish its own premises were it 
can provide a “meeting place for 
Muslims of all ages and genders, a 
space to provide and facilitate edu¬ 
cational, social and recreational 
activities and an area in which to 
celebrate religious activities and 
cultural festivals”. 

The group’s agent added: “A new, 
revised application is being pre¬ 
pared.”

Help shape church’s future 


USES are being sought for a village 
church which has stood empty for 
around three years.

“There have been lots of rumours 
about what the church might be turned 
into - a house, a restaurant - but none 
of those have yet come to fruition. 

“Myself, the village council and the 
diocese have been in talks about the 
future of the building and we want vil¬ 
lagers to get involved and have their 


say. I would love the building to be 
used by members of the community. 

“The drainage museum could make 
use of it, a pre-school could be set up 
inside it, it could be used as a music 
venue or community groups could 
meet there - the list of opportunities 
are endless. 

“The building isn’t listed which 
makes things a whole lot easier, 
although obviously any future uses 
would 100 per cent have to respect the 
history and architecture.” 

The diocese recently came under fire 
for felling all the trees in the grounds 


of the church - some of which were up 
to 200 years old. 

Speaking at the time, a diocese 
spokeswoman said: “Rather than let 
the church fall to rack and ruin the 
diocese is actively trying to find an 
alternative use for it.”

Ely Rotary Club’s 75th anniversary 


REVISED plans to build a mini 
wind farm on the outskirts of 
Haddenham will be the subject of 
a two-day public exhibition. 

Bosses at wind farm developer 
REG Windpower announced last 
week that they had scaled back 
their proposals for Berry Fen - land 
in between the villages of 
Haddenham and Aldreth. 

Instead of building four wind 
turbines, they now want three - 
and they are also proposing to 
reduce the height of the turbines 
from 130m to 125m. 

The announcement came just 
weeks after the firm was given 
planning permission to erect a 
61.5m anemometer on the land. 

The device will be used to gather 
data on wind speed before the firm 
submits its plans for the turbines. 

REG says the new turbines could 
provide enough renewable energy 
to power 4,500 homes and, if the 
proposals are approved, a commu¬ 
nity fund worth over £30,000 a 
year will be created to support 
local good causes.

But protestors, who have formed 
the Stop Berry Wind Farm cam¬ 
paign, say the turbines will 
“destroy the peace and tranquili¬ 
ty” of the area, “wreak havoc” on 
local wildlife and have a detrimen¬ 
tal impact on property prices. 

Heather Jones, a spokeswoman 
for the firm, said: “Before we sub¬ 
mit a planning application later 
this summer, we have organised 
public information sessions to 
update residents on the changes. 

“If the scheme is approved, a 
community fund will be estab¬ 
lished to make significant sums of 
money available to the local com¬ 
munities and we’d like to hear resi¬ 
dents’ ideas for the fund.” 

The exhibitions are being held 
tomorrow (May 9) at Aldreth 
Village Centre from 3-7pm and on 
Saturday at the Robert Arkenstall 
Primary School in Haddenham 
from 12-4pm.

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Why I had to change my life 



F AYE Donnelly positively 
exudes energy. Slim, 
athletic and with a wide 
smile never far from her 
face, the bubbly mother-of- 
one can’t hide her happiness: 
her personal training business 
is booming, and she’s busy 
planning her wedding to her 
partner, Will, in just three 
months. 

But a photograph from five 
years ago tells a different 
story. Five-and-a-half stone 
heavier and wearing baggy 
clothes, Faye is almost 
unrecognisable. And it was 
this very picture that inspired 
her to change her life. 

“I look hideous,” says Faye 
with a wince. “I had no make¬ 
up, I was just in my glasses; I 
had cold sores all over my lips 
because I was so run down, 
and not drinking enough 
water. I was obviously 
depressed. 

“I just looked at that picture 
and thought ‘Oh my goodness, 
what has happened?’ And 
that’s what made me think 
‘Right, now’s the time to sort 
this out’.” 

The years leading up to that 
photograph had been tough 
on the 30-year-old. Originally 
from a close-knit Pakistani 
community in Futon, Faye, 
the middle of seven children, 
grew up in a strict Muslim 
family - and fell out of favour 
when she started dating an 
Irishman. 

“Because of the cultural side 
of it, you try to stick with your 
own kind,” explains Faye. “It 
was a big deal; people were 
calling me names in the 
street.” 

That’s why, when she fell 
pregnant, Faye couldn’t tell 
anybody. “I was out of 
marriage, and the family 
would have gone mental, so 
we decided to move.” 

The couple came to

Cambridge, where her 
ex-partner’s sister already 
lived, in 2008. But leaving all 
her friends and family behind 
was tougher than Faye could 
have imagined. 

“I didn’t know anybody here, 
and I didn’t really make any 
friends, because obviously 
when you’re new you don’t 
know which way to go,” she 
recalls. “I felt very isolated 
and very, very low. I just 
moped around because there 
was nothing for me to do; a lot 
of the time I was just sitting 
watching TV.” 

Although she’d previously 
been a qualified gym 
instructor, and knew only too 
well the benefits of healthy 


eating, Faye began to pile on 
the pounds - and it wasn’t just 
pregnancy weight. 

“Before then, I was the type 
of person who could eat what I 
wanted and it would never 
affect me; I’ve always been a 
size 10. But I started comfort 
eating,” she says. 

“I would eat a whole family¬ 
sized gateau to myself, and I 
could eat five, six packets of 
crisps and three or four 
chocolate bars a day. Then 
there were takeaways, kebabs 
- disgusting, oily stuff - and 
that was all through boredom, 
comfort eating and 
depression.” 

With her mood sinking ever 
lower, Faye didn’t know where 
to turn. “My partner was at 
work so he didn’t know, and 
our relationship was quite... 
messy,” she says, “so I couldn’t 
talk to him about it. And I 
couldn’t talk about it to my 
friends at home in Futon, 
because they didn’t know I 
was pregnant! 

“I hid the pregnancy because 
of the shame it would bring to 
the family, because I wasn’t 
married. I remember going to 
my brother’s house wearing a 
big shawl, and he said ‘You’re 
putting a lot of weight on!’ and 
I said ‘Yeah, I’ve just been a bit 
lazy...’ 

“The only person who knew I 
was pregnant was my 
youngest sister; she was very 
supportive but at the time she 
was very young, she was only 
20, and it’s not very easy to 
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express your feelings to 
someone who’s not been 
through it themselves.” 

As her due date loomed, 
Faye found it increasingly 
difficult to cope. “Going up 
the stairs was a struggle 
because I’d be so out of 
breath. And when I was 
giving birth I struggled with 
pushing and breathing; it 
was too much for me because 
I was so big. I’ve never been 
big, so I suppose in a way my 
body couldn’t handle it.” 

When her daughter Aoife 
was born, Faye’s depression 
became even worse. “I just 
wanted to end my life. That’s 
how bad it got. I got very, very 
close to a stage when I 
wanted to take an overdose.” 

Diagnosed with postnatal 
depression, Faye began to 
have counselling and 
medication, but she 
continued to pile on the 
pounds: at her heaviest, she 
tipped the scales at a hefty 
15-and-a-half stone. 

“I was struggling to even 
walk down to the mother and 
baby groups,” she recalls. “I 
couldn’t fit into any of my 
clothes; I was sticking to 
literally three sets of clothes 
that I could afford at the 
time, so it was a struggle, a 
complete struggle. 

“And that was the 
realisation, seeing that 
picture, and thinking ‘Right, 
I’ve got to do something 
about this. I can’t stay like 
this’.” 

When Aoife was three 
months old, Faye began by 
taking her out in the buggy 
for lots of walks, “and then 
when she turned six months I 
started going out running 
along the river. I picked up a 
second-hand sports buggy; it 
took me three months to save 
up for it, but when you have 
the determination you can 
do anything”. 

Three times a week, Faye 
would tuck Aoife up into the 
buggy and begin training: “I 
started off with 10 minutes,” 
she recalls. “I was doing 
interval training - a minute’s 
walk, a minute’s jog - and at 
the time I could only do just 
under a mile. I couldn’t 
manage anything else 
because I was breathless, and 
holding the buggy meant my 


arms were killing me! But I 
went on from there. Each 
week I would start increasing 
the timing by a minute, 
slowly, slowly...” 

For Faye, running was a 
revelation: “It felt awesome!” 
she laughs. “The endorphin 
release was amazing, and 
when I came back I felt so 
refreshed. Running is like 
leaving your troubles behind 

- every mile I did, I left 
whatever was bothering me 
behind me.” 

By the time Aoife was 10 
months old, Faye’s 
relationship was officially 
over. But, with new-found 
confidence and plenty of 
friends made at mother and 
baby groups, she felt ready to 
take on anything. Within 
nine months she’d lost five- 
and-a-half stone, and began 
running more seriously- 
completing several lOks and 
half marathons. 

Two years ago, Faye - 
already a qualified personal 
trainer from her days 
working at gyms - decided to 
start her own personal 
training business. “I’d always 
had it in mind, but I didn’t 
have the guts. But with the 
running, and being able to 
lose all that weight, I thought 
‘Wow, why don’t I just start 
now?”’ 

The business is thriving, 
and Faye is sure this is 
because of the empathy she 
has with her clients. “Helping 
people is a big thing for me, I 
think because it’s so close to 
my heart. For me, seeing 
someone achieve something 

- even if it’s only a few 
pounds over a couple 
of weeks - it’s so 
rewarding. 

Knowing the 
feeling myself, 
it’s lovely.” 

Something else 
that’s put a spring 
in Faye’s step is 
her forthcoming 
wedding to partner 
Will who, ironically, she 
first met at her lowest ebb. 
“When I was pregnant he 
used to live opposite me, and 
he fitted our cooker for us,” 
she recalls. “He was always 
friendly towards us, but then 
he moved a few streets 
away.” 


In January 2012, Faye 
spotted a familiar face when 
she took Aoife, now 5, to a 
soft play centre. “I looked 
over and thought oh, that’s 
Will!” Also a single parent, 
the dad-of-one was there 
with his son Liam, now 7. “So 
I went over and we started 
talking, and I said ‘Come 
round for a cup of tea, we’ll 
catch up on things’. 

“He came round after work, 
and Aoife just took to him 
straight away, jumping up 
and trying to play with him. 
We didn’t really get the 
chance to talk! So then we 
started taking the kids to the 
park and soft play, and 
started getting to know each 
other a bit more. I don’t even 
know when we made it 
official, it just kind of 
happened, and he asked me 
to marry him last 
September.” 

For Faye, life is good. Her 
family have all accepted 
Aoife, and she’s really landed 
on her feet with Will. “He’s 
my best friend... soul mate.” 

At home they all eat 
nutritiously, with plenty of 
salmon, grilled chicken, rice 
and fresh vegetables. 

So what would Faye’s 
advice be to someone who’s 
struggling with their weight? 
“Take out one thing a week 
that’s unhealthy, like 
biscuits, cake, chocolate, 
fried food, takeaways. Give 
yourself that seven-day 
period to take it out, and 
then start again 
the next week with 
something else. That’s 

basically how I did it, one 
by one. 

“And go for walks! 
Do a lot of 
walking, ditch the 
car if you can, get 
off the bus a few 
stops earlier, 
cycle, don’t take 
lifts - use the 
stairs. It’s easy, but 
people don’t think of 
it because we’re so used to 
modern-day life. 

“‘Live the life you love, and 
love the life you live’ - that’s 
the motto I go by,” says Laye, 
breaking into a wide grin. 
“You have to make the most 
of life. And if you can’t laugh, 
what are you living for?”

Nick Mulvey 


NICK Mulvey’s speaking voice has a 
constant, restless edge of agitation to it. 

His singing voice though is a richly- 
layered wonder that loops and grips and 
draws you in. 

It's also just one strand of the 
Cambridge-born singer-songwriter's 
arsenal of talents and accolades. Now 
based in Dalston, East London, the 
multi-instrumentalist (he's a big fan 
of all things percussive), is the son of 
an opera singer and the grandson 
of a pianist, he's supported Laura 
Marling and is lined-up to tour 
with London Grammar in June; was 
longlisted for the BBC's Sound of 
2014, has a degree in music from 
the School of Oriental and African 
Studies in London, and is just 26 
years old. 

Impressive. He also started out in 
Mercury Music Prize-nominated jazz 
group Portico Quartet. 

When we speak Mulvey is travelling 
back from Cornwall where's he's been 
doing his first round of shows with a live 
band. His solo gigs to date 
have just involved him expertly picking at 
an acoustic guitar, but 
things are beginning to seriously escalate 
for the bearded musician. 

Since releasing his second brilliant, melodic 
EP Fever to the Form in 2013, he's gone 
from echoey gigs in churches (he played the 
Emmanual United Reform in Cambridge last 
November), to turning 150 people away at 
his last Cornish gig this weekend. He's even 
deemed cool enough to appear on the Made 
In Chelsea soundtrack, so there. 

Laid back, although sometimes wavering 
from intense to disinterested, it's quite a leap 
considering, musically, he's notoriously difficult 
to pin down. "I always find it very difficult to 
describe my sound because it's quite limiting 
putting words on it,'' he says thoughtfully. 



"From my end there's so much going on, so 
when someone says 'put it in a sentence' it's 
like 'arghhT' 

"I definitely don't have a word for it and to 
be honest, in this day and age when often 
reading about music is one click away from just 
listening to it, I don't think I need to put it in a 
sentence any more. People can just listen.'' 

It's a good point. Throwing yourself into 
YouTube is also helpful when trying to make 
sense of his influences, which are just as tricky 
to track. There's the stuff he grew up with, 
"The Beatles, blues music or great songwriters 
like Van Morrison'', then his teenage years, 
pumped with "the hip hop and drum & bass 
and raves I went to'', submerged in years of 
electronica, followed by "modern classical 
music and people like Steve Reich and Philip 
Glass and minimalist music'', while at the same 
time he was getting into "pop music from 
Zimbabwe or ceremonial music from Senegal 
or lots of Congolese music''. He also got "really 
interested in Islamic music and Moroccan 
music and Egyptian music''. 

He sounds like he's all over the place - how 
do you distil those influences and find a 


common ground, unique to you? "Between 
all this different stuff,'' Mulvey muses. "What 
I like is where hypnotic and texture based 
repetitive music meets song and songwriting 
and song-singing.'' 

The result, after pottering, tinkering and 
listening to all of that, is his debut full length 
record, First Mind, out on May 12. 

He's been working on it for more than three 
years, with a lot of the guitar parts in particular 
"brewing” while he was still in Portico Quartet 
and playing the Hang - a steel drum type 
invention that you rarely see bandied about. 

He left the 2008 Mercury Music Prize- 
nominated jazz outfit, whose album Knee 
Deep in the North Sea lost out to Elbow's 
Seldom Seen Kid, in 2011. 

"It was a change I needed and wanted to 
make,” he explains matter of factly. "Even 
though there are some moments when I miss 
them, in general it was the right move, it all 
works out. It was the right move for them as 
well, they were happy for me to go." 

Despite the months of hard grafting, and the 
pressure of being up on stage all alone without 
his former bandmates, Mulvey is more hyped 
than terrified by the prospect of the album 
release in just over a week's time. 

"I'm not nervous, I'm really, really excited,” 
he buzzes. "I'm very proud of it and I feel 
like I've done my best and when you feel like 
you've done your best then it liberates you 
from being too nervous because it's like, well, 
I'll get what I deserve.” 

Although he won't be back on home turf 
until the Cambridge Folk Festival this summer, 
and he's all caught up in this debut album 
business, Mulvey is still working on snippets of 
new material. "In a way I'm always writing, to 
be able to do it at all I think you have to do it 
a bit every day,” he says. "I've got lots of new 
little bits and pieces coming through.” 

Hopefully he'll stay on equally impressive 
form.

FRANK (15, 95 mins) 

IN the mid 1980s, musician Chris Sievey gave 
birth to Frank Sidebottom, a sharp-suited 
comic persona with a large papier-mache 
head, who was forever 35 years old and 
carried a hand-puppet sidekick named Little 
Frank. 

This cartoonish alter-ego became 
ensconced in the Madchester music scene, 
made regular appearances on television and 
famously gave birth to Caroline Aherne's 
mock talk show host Mrs Merton on one of 
his radio shows. 

Having faded into relative obscurity in 
the 1990s, Sidebottom made a series of 
comebacks and remained a cult favourite on 
the music and comedy scenes until Sievey's 
death in June 2010. 

Journalist Jon Ronson's memories of the 
man and the myth provide an unlikely spark 
of inspiration for Frank, a musical comedy 
that is, to be frank, too self-consciously 
bonkers for its own good. 

Ronson's script, co-written by Peter 
Straughan, taps into the appeal of other 
outsider musicians like Daniel Johnston 
and Captain Beefheart as it dramatises the 
efforts of a group of misfits to record an 
album. 

Oscar nominee Michael Fassbender, who 
was terrifying in 12 Years A Slave, spends 
almost the entire film encased within a giant 
fibreglass noggin, concealing his emotions 
from us as well as the other cast. 

The unlikely narrator though is Jon 
(Domhnall Gleeson), a musically-challenged, 
socially-awkward young man, who 
composes lyrics in his bedroom. 

During a walk along the beachfront, he 
encounters a band called the Soronprfbs, 
whose keyboardist has just suffered a 



mental breakdown. 

"Can you play, C, F and G?" asks the 
band's manager Don (Scoot McNairy) and 
Jon is hastily enlisted to play a gig that 
night where he must gel seamlessly with 
theremin player Clara (Maggie Gyllenhaal), 
French bassist Baraque (Francois Civil), 
percussionist Nana (Carla Azar) and quixotic 
lead singer Frank (Fassbender). 

The concert is a disaster but Jon keeps 
his place and joins the band on a rural Irish 
retreat to record an LP. 

In this idyll, Jon discovers that Frank plays 
with madness every day and demands 
unachievable perfection from the band. 

"Frank is, with all his issues, the 100 


percent sanest cat I've ever met,'' coos Don. 

There are undeniable moments of fiery 
brilliance in Lenny Abrahamson's film 
including a sexually-charged encounter 
between Jon and Clara in a hot tub. 

But these cannot compensate for the 
lunacy that Frank wears like a badge of 
honour. Every member of the band is 
dysfunctional to the point that we struggle 
to relate to them. 

Gyllenhaal sinks her pearly whites into her 
role with gusto but Gleeson's delusions of 
musical grandeur wear thin well before the 
Soronprfbs embark on an ill-fated trip to 
Texas to perform at the South by Southwest 
music festival.

Debunking the 
garden myths 


IF you think ivy kills trees, watering scorches 
leaves and digging is always needed to control 
weeds, think again. 

The Royal Horticultural Society is putting the 
record straight on a number of old wives' tales 
which have worked their way into the gardening 
psyche. 

Here, Guy Barter, RHS chief horticultural 
adviser, busts open some of the most famous 
myths. 

• Myth: Ivy kills trees 

Guy says: "Ivy is thought to seldom kill trees of 
itself, but the presence of ivy indicates the very 
strong suspicion of root disease especially honey 
fungus doing serious harm to the host and 
allowing the ivy to flourish under the diminished 
canopy." 

• Myth: Wild flowers are easy. 

Guy says: "Gardens are often just too rich 
and fertile for wild flowers so that the desirable 
flowers fade away and rampant grasses take 
over. Mixes of annual flowers that resemble wild 
flowers on the other hand are easy and highly 
beneficial to many insects and a wiser choice for 
fertile gardens. 

• Myth: Water drops on leaves cause burning 
from the sun's rays. 

Guy says: "To focus sunlight, a water droplet 
needs to be above the leaf, and this can very 
occasionally happen with hairy-leaved plants 
(French beans for example) but in almost all 
cases scorching is not caused by wet leaves.

Spraying leaves with pesticides or liquid fertiliser 
in sunny conditions can cause harm, however, as 
the water evaporates and the chemicals become 
concentrated, so can harm foliage." 

• Myth: Ground cover plants save work. 

Guy says: "Depending on the type of plant 

you use, ground cover plants can soon become 
so thick that laborious pruning and thinning is 
required. Sooner or later perennial weeds set up 
camp in ground cover and have to be winkled- 
out by hand as weedkillers and hoes cannot be 
used. Around trees and shrubs ground cover 
acts as a particularly pernicious 'weed' unless 
carefully controlled." 

• Myth: Digging is required to control weeds. 
Guy says: "The main reason for digging weeds 

is control, as burial of weeds is highly effective. 
But if weeds are controlled by other means 
such as mulches, herbicides or shallow hoeing, 


digging can be dispensed with. The only fly in 
this ointment is that sometimes weed control 
by other means can take longer and be harder 
work than digging, so it is not necessarily true 
for every site." 

• Myth: Raised beds are best for growing crops. 

Guy says: "R aised beds are a great idea for 

ill-drained clay soils in wet regions where they 
enhance drainage and make avoidance of 
compacting wet soil by trampling easier. But 
on other soils they enhance drainage to the 
point of drought (greatly increasing drought 
susceptibility) and impede flexibility in cropping 
as sprawling plants are hard to include in a strict 
defined bed. Therefore gardeners may do a lot 
of hard work at considerable expense for fewer 
crops." 

• Myth: Moss is always a nuisance in gardens. 

Guy says: "Moss is a sign that the soil is moist 

for prolonged periods. This happens when the 
soil is compacted, acidic or shaded. Moss has no 
roots and therefore cannot compete significantly 
with plant roots. In beds and borders it is a 
useful cover suppressing weed germination and 
limiting water loss. In lawns moss can indicate 
areas where perhaps grass should not be grown, 
under shade for example, where alternative 
plantings might be required. As moss cannot 
withstand treading, the presence of moss in 
lawns can indicate a lack of traffic and suggest 
that as access is not required then alternatives to 
lawns can be sought."

THE Government is to extend 
the £5,000 grant scheme open 
to anyone who buys a car with 
plug-in electric power. 

It is part of a £500 million 
move to encourage car owners 
- and city authorities - to take 
up the electric car baton and 
run with it. 

The initiative will give cities 
a chance to win government 
funding to further the sales of 
electric cars in their areas, for 
example by allowing them to 
use bus lanes or park for free. 

Of the total investment, £32 
million is earmarked for infra¬ 
structure boosts to increase 
the number of charging points 
that are currently available. 

The £5,000 incentive 
scheme, which can be used 
against cars like the Nissan 
Leaf and Renault Zoe, will 
continue until 2020, or until at 
least 50,000 grants have been 
awarded. 

Announcing the new initia¬ 
tive, Deputy Prime Minister 
Nick Clegg said: “Our econo¬
